W a s h in g t o n , Sept. 
15. — General 
Shafter^ report of the battle of San­ 
tiago was made public yesterday. Much 
of th(T account of the battle had been 
published from time to time. 
He said it was nearly two weeks after 
the arm$ landed th at it was possible to 
place cai shore three days’ supplies in 
excess 
those required for the daily 
con sumption. His reasons for the hur­ 
ried attack are given as follows: 
• < The preparations were far from w hat 
I desired them to be, but we were is a 
sickly -ebonite; our supplies had to be 
b r o u g h t forward by a narrow wagon 
road, which the rains might at any time 
r e n d e r impassable; fear was entertained 
that a storm m ight drive the vessels 
containing our stores to sea, thus sep­ 
arating us from our base of supplies, 
and, lastlv.it was reported that General 
Pando, w ith 8,000 reinforcements tqf 
the enemy, was enroute from Manzan­ 
illo, and m ight be expected in a few 
days. Under these conditions I deter­ 
mined to give battle w ithout delay.” 
He praised General Wheeler, who, 
though h e had been ill, w ent forward 
and did gallant service. 
He also praised General Hawkins 
and lieutenant John H. Parker, Thir­ 
teenth infantry, and the gam ing gnu 
detachment under his command. 
Regarding his own conduct he said: 
“My own health was impaired by 
overexertion in the sun and inteaea 
heat of the flay before, which prevented 
me from participating as actively in the 
battle as I desired, bat from a high hill 
near my headquarters I had a general 
view of the battlefield, extending from 
El Caney on the right to the left of our 
lines On "San Ju a n n ill.” 
Regarding the surrender, be said he 
was of the opinion the Spanish would 
surrender, if given a little time and 
thought it would be hastened, if the 
men of the Spanish army were made 
to‘understand that they would be well 
treated, as prisoners of war. For this 
reason bt1, returned all Spanish officers 
at El Caney, who were able to bear 
transportation, as well as several pri­ 
vates. 
He believed it produced a good 
impression. 
Our losses in the battles were 22 offi­ 
cers and 208 men killed and 81 officers 
aud 1,208 men wounded; ^Hissing, 79. 
The missing, w ith few exceptions, re­ 
ported later. 
After speaking of Admiral Cervera’s 
sortie and the destruction of his fleet, 
General Shafter says he again called on 
the Spanish commander to surrender. 
He says: "On the same date I in­ 
formed Admiral Sampson that if he 
would' force his way into the harbor the 
city woald 
surrender without 
any 
further sacrifice of life. 
Commodore 
Watson replied that Admiral Sampson 
was temporarily absent, but that in his 
(Watson’s) opinion, the navy should 
not enter the harbor. 
"The strength of the enemy’s position 
was such I did not wish to assault if it 
(0 id be avoided. 
* Au examination of 
the enemy’s 
works, made after the surrender, fully 
justifies the wisdom of 
the course 
adopted. The intrenchments could only 
have been carried with very great loss 
of hfe.” 
, 
General Shafter gives the varying ef­ 
forts toward securing a surrender, and 
his reopening the engagement on the 
10th, when the truce ended. On the 
lith the surrender was again deman­ 
ded; Said he: 
“By this date the sickness in the 
army was increasing very rapidly, as a 
result of exposure in the trenches to the 
intense heat of the sun and the heavy 
rains. Moreover, the dews in Cuba are 
almost equal to the rains. The weak­ 
ness of the troops was becoming so ap­ 
parent $ was anxious to bring the siege 
to an end, but, in common with most of 
the officers of the army, I did not think 
an ftgfifviU would be justifiable, especi­ 
ally as the enemy seemed to be acting in 
good faith in their preliminary propo­ 
sitions to surrender,” 
Further along he said: 
"July 12 I informed the Spanish com­ 
mander that Major General Miles, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the American army, 
had just arrived la my camp and re­ 
quested Hi™ to grant us a personal in­ 
terview oh the following day. He re­ 
plied he would be pleased to meet us 
The interview took place on the 13th, 
and I informed him nis surrender only 
could be considered and that as he was 
without hope of escape he had no right 
to oohtihue the fight. * 
General Shafter then gives the details 
of the final surrender, his entry to the 
city and the raising of the American 
flag; Further along he t i : 
•*Before closing my report I wish to 
dwell upon the natural obstacles I hac 
to encounter aud which no foresight 
could have overcome or obviated. 
The 
i -ckY and precipitous coast afforded no 
sheltered landing places, the roads were 
mere bridlepaths, the effect of the tropi­ 
cal sun and rains upon unacclimated 
troops was deadly, and a dread of 
strange and unknown diseases had its 
effect on the army. 
At Baiumri tile landing of 
the 


troops and stores was made at a » m » u 
wooden wharf, which the Spaniards 
tried to burn, bat unsuccessfully, and 
the animals were pushed into the water 
and guided to a sandy beach about 200 
yards in extent. 
At Siboney the land­ 
ing was made on the beach and at a 
small wharf erected by the engineers. 
"I had neither the time nor the men 
to 
spare 
to 
construct 
permanent 
wharves. 
"in spite of the fact that I had 
nearly 1,000 men continuously at work 
on the roads, they were at times im ­ 
passable for wagons. 
“ The San Juan and Agnadores roads 
would often suddenly rise bo as to pre­ 
vent the passage of wagons, and then 
the eight pack trains, with the com­ 
mand had to be depended upon for the 
victualing of my army as well as the 
20,000 refugees, who could not in the 
interests of humanity be left to starve, 
while we had rations. 
"Often for days nothing coaid be 
moved, except on pack trains. 
"A fter the great physical strain and 
exposure of July I and 2, the malarial 
• al other fevers «> 
. i t dlv ad­ 
vance throughout the command, and on 
July 4 the yellow* fever appeared at 
Si:>onev. Though efforts were made to 
keep this fact from the army, it soon 
became known. 
"Jh e supply of quartermaster and 
commissary stores during the campaign 
w as abundant, and notwithstanding the 
difficulties in landing and transporting 
the rations, the troops on the firing line 
were af ail times supplied with its 
coarser components, namely, of bread, 
meat, sugar and coffee. 
" I here w as no lack of transportation, 
lor at no time up to the surrender could 
nil the wagous I had bo used.

His reasons for the h a r­ 
ried attack are given as follows: 
“The preparations were far from w hat 
I desired them to be, but we were in a 
sickly •climate; our supplies had to be 
brought forw ard by a narrow wagon 
road, which the rains m ight at any tim e 
render impassable; fear was entertained 
that a storm m ight drive the vessels 
containing our stores to sea, thus sep­ 
arating us from our base of supplies, 
and, lastlv, it was reported th at General 
Bando, w ith 8,000 reinforcem ents tqp 
the enemy, w as enroute from M anzan­ 
illo, and m ight be expected in a few 
days. 
U nder these conditions I deter­ 
mined to give battle w ithout delay.” 
He praised General Wheeler, who, 
though he had been ill, went forward 
and did gallant service. 
He also praised General Hawkins 
and Lieutenant John H. Parker, Thir­ 
teenth infantry, and the gattling gnu 
detachment under his command. 
Regarding his own conduct he said: 
“My own health was impaired by 
overexertion in the sun and intense 
heat of the day before, which prevented 
me from participating as actively in the 
battle as I desired, but from a Ugh hill 
near my headquarters I had a general 
view of the battlefield, extending from 
El Caney on the right to the left of our 
lines oilcan Juan nill.” 
Regarding the surrender, ne said he 
was of the opinion the Spanish woald 
surrender, if given a little tim e and 
thought it would be hastened, if the 
men of the Spanish arm y were made 
to understand th at they would be well 
treated, as prisoners of war. 
For this 
reason he. returned all Spanish officers 
at El Caney, who were able to bear 
transportation, as well as several pri­ 
vates. 
He believed it produced a good 
impression. 
Our losses in the battles were 22 offi­ 
cers and 208 m en killed and 81 officers 
ami 1,203 m en wounded; Jmissing, 79. 
The missing, w ith few exceptions, re­ 
ported later. 
After speaking of Adm iral Cervera’s 
sortie and the destrnction of his fleet, 
General Shafter says he again called on 
the Spanish comm ander to surrender. 
He says: 
“ On the same date I in ­ 
formed Adm iral Sampson th at if he 
wonldT force his way into the harbor the 
city woald 
surrender w ithout any 
further sacrifice of life. 
Commodore 
Watson replied th at Admiral Sampson 
was tem porarily absent, but th at in his 
(W atson’s) opinion, the navy should 
not enter the harbor. 
“ The strength of the enem y’s position 
was such I did not wish to assault if it 
* o id be avoided. 
• Au exam ination of 
the 
works, made after the surrender, fully 
justifies the wisdom of 
the course 
adopted. The intrenchm ents could only 
have been carried w ith very great loss 
of life. ” 
# < 
General Shafter gives the varying ef­ 
forts tow ard securing a surrender, and 
his reopening the engagem ent on the 
loth, when the truce ended. 
On the 
lith the surrender was again dem an­ 
ded; Said he: 
“By this date the sickness in the 
army was increasing very rapidly, as a 
result of exposure in the trenches to the 
intense heat of the san and the heavy 
rains. 
Moreover, the dews in Caba are 
almost equal to the rains. 
The weak­ 
ness of the troops was becoming so ap­ 
parent I w as anxious to bring the siege 
to an end, but, in common w ith most of 
the officers of the arm y, I did not think 
an assault would be justifiable, especi­ 
ally as the enemy seemed to be acting in 
good faith in their prelim inary propo­ 
sitions &!> surrender,” 
Further along he said: 
“July 12 I inform ed the Spanish com­ 
m ander th at M ajor General Miles, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the American arm y, 
had ju st arrived in my camp and re­ 
quested him to grant us a personal in ­ 
terview on the following day. 
He re­ 
plied he would be pleased to m eet us. 
The interview took place on the 13th, 
and I inform ed him his surrender only 
could be considered and th at as he was 
without hope of escape he had no right 
to cohtihue the fight. ” 
General Shafter then gives the details 
cf the final surrender, his entry to the 
city and the raising of the American 
flag. 
F u rth er along he a J: 
“ Before closing m y report I wish to 
dwell upon the natural obstacles I had 
to encounter and which no foresight 
could have overcome or obviated. 
The 
rocky and precipitous coast afforded no 
sheltered landing places, the ro a d s were 
mere bridlepaths, the effect of the tropi­ 
cal sun and rains upon unacclim ated 
troops was deadly, and a dread of 
strange and unknow n diseases had its 
effect on the arm y. 
“ At Baiuniri tile landing of 
the

troops and stores was mane ai a »un*u 
wooden wharf, whioh the Spaniards 
tried to burn, but unsuccessfully, aud 
I the animals were unshed into the water 
j and guided to a sandy beach about 200 
varils in extent. 
At Si boney the land­ 
ing was made on the beach aud at a 
small wharf erected by the engineers 
“ I had neither the tim e nor the men 
to 
spare 
to 
construct 
permanent; 
wharves. 
“ in spite of the fact th at I had 
nearly 1,000 men continuously at work 
on the roads, they were at times im ­ 
passable for wagons. 
“ The San Juan and Agnadores roads 
would often suddenly rise so as to pre­ 
vent the passage of wagons, and then 
the eight pack trains, w ith the com­ 
mand had to be depended upon for the 
victualing of my arm y as well as the 
20.000 refugees, who could not in the 
interests of hum anity be left to starve, 
while we had rations. 
“ Often for days nothing could be 
moved, except on pack trains. 
“ After the great physical strain and 
exposure of July I and 2, the malarial 
• id other fevers •> 
. n '.d lv ad­ 
vance throughout the com m and, and on 
July 4 the yellow fever appeared at 
Si:>onev. 
Though efforts were made to 
keep this fact from the army, it soon 
became known. 
“ J he supply of quarterm aster and 
commissary stores during the campaign 
was abundant, and notwithstanding the 
difficult’es in landing and transporting 
the rations, the troops on the firing line 
were at all times supplied w ith its 
coarser components, namely, of bread, 
meat, sugar and coffee. 
“ : here was no lack of transportation, 
lot at no time up to the surrender could 
r.ll the wagons I hud be used. 
“ i i i reiereu -e to the sick and woun­ 
ded, I have ti- s iy clint they received 
every attention t

He thanked his staff for efficient per­ 
formance of duties. •

No Preparations to E vacuate Havana. 


Stephen Crane, the New York Jour­ 
nal's correspondent at Havana, writing 
under the date of Sept. 6, gives his 
views of the city as follows: Two years 
ago the Spanish merchants of Havana, 
filled with patriotic ardor, began a col­ 
ection for the purchase of rn warship 
for the Spanish navy. A short time ago 
the money contributed had reached the 
comfortable sum of $800,000, which 
was given into the keeping of the cap­ 
tain general 
Bnt now ensues one of the most stren­ 
uous and painful oases of bargain rul­ 
ing the world has yet seen. The Span­ 
ish patriots w ant that money back, and 
they want it badly. 
They say w ith a 
deal of dry humor that they have dis­ 
covered that a Spanish warship is not a 
good investment. 
Bnt does the captain 
general loosen his grip? Oh, no! He de­ 
clares that the money was donated to 
the Spanish navy and it shall go to the 
Spanish navy. 
The Havana merchants 
now see themselves in the position of 
people who got overpatriotio at the 
wrong time. Their only solace now is 
to burst into tears. 
An $800,000 joke is almost too ex­ 
pensive to incite laughter, especially in 
the man who pays, bnt the victims 
manage a feeble grin. They tried to 
withdraw the money in order to build 
with it a great Spanish clubhouse and 
in this way draw closer together the 
Spaniards who are to stay here and 
make them thus present a firmer front to 
the social and commercial attacks of 
the Cubans and the coming Americana 
Even this fine idea did not catch the 
captain general 
About half a dozen unarmed men 
landed yesterday from the relief ship 
in the uniform of the United States 
regular army. They strolled around the 
streets, entered the cafes, did as they 
pleased. 
Of course they attracted a 
great deal of attention. They were very 
tall men, giants to the people of Ha­ 
vana, and besides that they were Ameri­ 
can soldiers. I asked them how they 
had been treated, and they answered: 
“ Oh, we’ve been used all rig h t 
We 
mind our own business, and nobody says 
any thing to us. ” When all has been 
said and done, the recent w ar was a 
most carious war. 
The 
newsboys 
went 
screaming 
through the streets yesterday selling a 
translation of the constitution of the 
United States. They flew here and there 
with it excitedly, as if it were a war 
extra—so much so that two or three 
Americans were misled into buying it, 
expecting to read of the fall of New 
York. 
• 
The bones of Columbus still agitate a 
few minds. Today the papers announce 
joyfully that the Duke of Veragua, 
lineal descendant of the discoverer, has 
decided that he, and he alone, shall have 
the bones. 
The harbor is growing lively with 
shipping.

B at now ensues one of the most stren­ 
uous and painful cases of bargain rul­ 
ing the world has yet seen. 
The Span­ 
ish patriots want that money back, and 
they want it badly. 
They say with a 
deal of dry humor that they have dis­ 
covered that a Spanish warship is not a 
good investment. 
Bat does the captain 
general loosen his grip? Oh, no! He de­ 
clares that the money was donated to 
the Spanish navy and it shall go to the 
Spanish navy. 
The Havana merchants 
now see themselves in the position of 
people who got overpatriotic at the 
wrong time. Their only solace now is 
to burst into tears. 
An $800,000 joke is almost too ex­ 
pensive to incite laughter, especially in 
the man who pays, but the victims 
manage a feeble grin. 
They tried to 
withdraw the money in order to build 
with it a great Spanish clubhouse and 
in this way draw closer together the 
Spaniards who are to stay here and 
make them thus present a firmer front to 
the social and commercial attacks of 
the Cubans and the coming Americans. 
Even this fine idea did not catch the

His dear 
old mother and his relatives will mourn 
the loss of their beloved young soldier. 
I assisted at his funeral with Old Glory,

Phillipines, where the insurgents now 
have their hospital headquarters, and 
by the lad’s side were six other brave 
boys, killed in the same fight, and all 
buried in one grave, in the rich soil of 
the Manilas. A single grave to the 
right held the remains of another brave 
boy from the First California volunteers. 
The ceremony was a very impressive 
and solemn one, a number of ministers 
or chaplains taking part, as well as two 
Catholic 
priests, having charge 
of 
Ohatchee among the insurgents. Chap­ 
lain Joseph Hunter, of the Tenth, de­ 
livered an impressive hut brief address. 
Captain Watson,

Brighton, had charge as escort, with his 
company, and they did the firing in the 
military funeral, as well as placing the 
earth over the remains of their com­ 
rades. Company B did not take part in 
the battle, as they were on doty at an­ 
other point, and Captain Watson tells 
me that General Green absolutely for­ 
bade him taking his command to the 
front. 
Company K was also 
held 
partially in reserve. Lieutenant Gordon 
had a portion of the company in his 
charge and did good service, being badly 
wounded. 
The line of battle, from right to left, 
was D and E, to the right of the en­ 
trenchments, battling against a move­ 
ment of the Dons to turn oar right 
flank, and they did gallant and heroic 
work. 
Then came I, of Greensburg, 
aud they did their full duty. Then 
came O, Captain Bierer, Uniontown, 
and they filled the hill ably, standing up 
to their work like the true men they are. 
Next came H, of Washington, Pa., 
Captain Porter. Colonel Hawkins was 
captain of H in the days of Auld Lang 
Syne, and here he led the small rein­ 
forcement when we went to the front, 
and this is how "yours truly” knows 
that H did her duty. On our left flank 
was A, and the boys of the Utah battery 
assert that they don’t want any better 
hacking, and right at this point you may 
stick in a pin and state that that same 
Utah battery did magnificent work, and 
the boys of the Keystone State honor 
them for the way they handled their 
p e ts in the hour of danger.

Private Chandler, of B company, had 
accompanied my squad to the entrench­ 
ments. He called me to him, by the 
side of the Utah battery and said: 
"Sergeant Palmer, how far is it to 
that little arbor to the right of that 
house by the beach?” 
I told bim that it was about 600 yards 
for a man who held a rifle sight as I did. 
He then replied: 
"At that small opening in that arbor 
there appears every now and then a 
sharpshooter, shooting a Remington or 
some other rifle which causes smoke to 
rise, showing his location. He is either 
shooting at us at this point or at the 
opening to the Utah battery. Do yon 


I think yon could hit him?” I had Chand­ 
ler arrange my sight at 600 yards and 
then give me a fraction over a point of 
wind. Not understanding long range 
work, he pat the windage on the wrong 
side, and I had him change it. Then I 
covered the bright opening which he 
showed me and we waited for Mr. 
Spaniard, Chandler watching closely 
for him and myself with finger on 
trigger, head and shoulders above the 
breastworks. 
"There he is I” cried Chandler as the 
opening was momentarily darkened,and 
the crooking of two fingers sent the 46 
calibre ballet 
after him. 
Chandler 
asserts that I caught him fairly and sent 
him spinning. I don’t know. Maybe he 
was soared and quit. Maybe someone else 
hit him; bat we-know that he at least 
quitted his position, as it was getting 
uncomfortable, as it was not the insnr 
gents (poor marksmen) who were pep­ 
pering him, bot men who know how to 
hold and shoot a gun. 
From English 
sources we have the information that 
the flags in Manila are at half mast; that 
some 226 were killed outright on the 
field and a very large nnmber wounded 
The men who relieved ne were told that 
they would not be bothered greatly, as 
the Dons had enough for the present. 
They had one man killed by a sharp­ 
shooter and several wounded. Last night 
the Nebraska boys were on duty, and 
they had one killed and one wounded. 
Today the Fourteenth Regulars were 
landed. They came from the state of 
Washington and three companies from 
Alaska, and they are a tired looking set 
of men. We are dosing in upon Manila 
upon every hand, and the wonder to the 
j rank and file is, why Merritt and Dewey 
do not demand the surrender of city and 
citadel. In all the fight the other night, 
there was not a flash light put upon the 
position of the enemy, and not a shot 
fired from the fleet. Had even a small 
gunboat opened upon the enemy from 
oar fleet, they could have enfiladed the 
position of the Dons and sent them 
home in disorder and dismay. As it 
was, we lost many precious lives and 
many more may follow.

Mathieu Dreyfna ll ..ll,.,,. 
Broth. 
cr Will Be Freed. 
I talked the other day with the two 
bitterest 
enemies developed by 
the 
Ureyfns case 
These are Mathieu Drey­ 
fus, brother of the convicted man, and 
Colonel Esterhazy, whom many believe 
should be on the Isle du Diablo instead 
of Captain Dreyfus. It was rumored all 
day that Esterhazy had fled, bot this is 
untrue. He reluctantly admitted me in­ 
to bis presence 
Replying to questions, 
he said: 
“ The present conditions show a tri­ 
umph of the Jews. Henry’s suicide in­ 
sures a revision, and that means mili­ 
tary dishonor and a Jewish triumph. 
All of the official decisions have been in 
my favor. The first condemnation of 
Dreyfus, the ministerial revision of the 
case, the conviction of Zola and Colonel 
Piqnart’s unsuccessful suit for forgery 
against me all show that I need not take 
refuge in flight. 
Zola called me a ban­ 
dit, but his hatred of our army is hered­ 
itary. 
It will be a sad day for France 
should the Jews triumph. 
I will have 
only one lung left, but am willing to 
lose that in the cause of Franca ” 
Mathieu Dreyfus, brother of the con­ 
demned captain, after a consnltation 
with Lawyer Labori, said: 
“ We now feel sure that my brother 
w ill be released, for public opinion de­ 
mands that the revision be thorough and 
above board. 
Henry’s forgery goes to 
show tbat in the judgment of men op­ 
posed to my brother his condemnation 
needed propping up. My brother’s well 
regulated life, bis rapid military ad­ 
vancement, his ambition and th' 
i- 
sence of all reasonable motive for 
crime attributed to him are now h ... 
ing to change adverse opinion. 
“ The seven officers who condo 
him were about to declare his innoo 
when the forged documents were ’■*'* 
ed to them by the minister of war. One 
need not be an expert to notice the ob­ 
vious similarity between the writing of 
the bordereau and that of Esterhazy. 
Just look at the kind of men who are 
against my brother and then think of 
the intellectual giants who believe in 
his innocence. Goebert, the best expert 
in Franoe, said the writing was not my 
brother’s. Germany has declared that 
her agents have had no communication 
with Captain Dreyfus. 
All serious 
newspapers now favor revision of the 
case on the ground that the laws of evi­ 
dence were not observed in my brother’s 
trial. Fair revision means sure release. ’’ 
—Special Cor. New York Journal. 


NEW LUGGAGE FOR MEN. 


A H at C ase H o ld in g F o u r H ats a n d 
C ases F o r S k oes on T rees. 
Tho newest thing in men’s traveling 
hatboxes is one made to carry four 
hats. The old and common style of 
leather hatbox with flaring sides, made 
to carry a silk hat, has long been famil­ 
iar, as has also become what may be 
described as the two story hatbox, 
made to carry a derby as well as a silk 
hat by adding a narrow, straight sided 
section rising above the flaring part of 
the box. There is also a hatbox made 
for silk hats that is square—onbe shaped. 
The four hat box, made to carry a 
silk hat, a fedora, a derby and a straw 
hat, is in the form of a deep dress suit 
case and fitted with two bowls, as the 
bat holders are called, one to hold the 
silk bat and the fedora, and the other 
the derby and the straw. The bowls are 
removable, so that on occasion this case 
may be used for the purpose of a suit 
case or to carry shirts in. Men’s trunks 
have long been made with suitable 
compartments for shoes, and there are 
made also sole leather cases for travel­ 
ing use designed especially for the car­ 
rying of the traveler’8 boots and shoes 
only.

Shatters Account of the Cam­ 
paign Made Public.

W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 
15. — General 
Sh after’s report of the battle of San­ 
tiago was made public yesterday. Much 
of the account of the battle has been 
published from time to time. 
He said it was nearly two weeks after 
the arm? landed that it was possible to 
place ou shore three days’ supplies in 
excess of those required for the daily 
consumption. 
His reasons for the hur­ 


r i e d attack are given as follows: 
“ The preparations were far from what 
I (lohired them to be, but we were in a 
sickly climate; our supplies had to be 
brought forward by a narrow wagon 
road, which the rains might at any time 
r e n d e r impassable; lear was entertained 
that a storm might drive the vessels 
containing our stores to sea, thus sep­ 
aratin g us from our base of supplies, 
and, lastly, it was reported that General 
bando, with 8,000 reinforcements fqp 
the enemy, was enroute from Manzan­ 
illo, and might be expected in a few 
days. 
Under these conditions I deter­ 
mined to give battle without delay.” 
He praised General Wheeler, who, 
though he had been ill, went forward 
and did gallant service. 
He also praised General Hawkins 
and Lieutenant John H. Parker, Thir­ 
teenth infantry, and the gattlmg gun 
detachment under his command. 
Regarding his own conduct he said: 
“ My own health was impaired by 
overexertion in the sun and intense 
heat of tne day before, which prevented 
me from participating as actively in the 
battle as I desired, bot from a high hill 
wear my headquarters I had a general 
view of the battlefield, extending from 
Kl Caney ou the right to the left of our 
lines on San Juan hill.'’ 
Regarding the surrender, be said he 
was of the opinion the Spanish would 
surrender, if given a little time and 
thought it would be hastened, if the 
men of the Spanish army wore made 
to underhand that they would be well 
treated, as prisoners of war. 
For this 
reason he, returned all Spanish officers 
a t Kl i aiiey, who were able to bear 
transportation, as well as several pri­ 
vates. 
Ile believed it produced a good 
im pression. 
Our losses in the battles were 22 offi­ 
cer* and 208 men killed aud 81 officers 
aud 1,208 men wounded; ^missing, 7». 
The missing, with few exceptions, re­ 
ported later. 
After speaking of Admiral Cervera’s 
sortie aud the destruction of his fleet, 
General Shafter says he again called on 
the Spanish commander to surrender. 
He says: 
“ On the same date I in­ 
formed Admiral Sampson that if he 
would force his way into the harbor the 
city would 
surrender without 
any 
further satori flee of life. 
Commodore 
W atson replied that Admiral Sampson 
was temporarily absent, but that in his 
(Watts ill’s ) opinion, the navy should 
not enter the harbor. 
“ The strength of the enemy’s position 
was such I did not wish to assault if it 
I o id be avoided. 
• Au examination of 
the enemy’s 
works, made after the surrender, fully 
justifies tho wisdom of 
the course 
adopted. The intreuchments could only 
have been carried with very great loss 
of life." 
. 
* 
(T**neral Shafter gives the varying ef­ 
forts toward securing a surrender, aud 
his reopening the engagement on the 
loth, when the truce ended. 
On the 
lith the surrender was again deman 
(led. Said he: 
“ By this date the sickness in the 
army was im Teasing very rapidly, as a 
result of exposure in the trenches to the 
intense heat of the suu and the heavy 
rains. 
Moreover, the dews in Cuba are 
alm ost equal to the rains. 
The weak­ 
ness of the troops was becoming so ap­ 
parent I w as anxious to bring the siege 
to an end, but, in common with most of 
the officers of the army, I did not think 
au assault would be justifiable, especi­ 
ally as the enemy seemed to be acting in 
guod faith in their preliminary propo­ 
sitions fib surrender, ’ ’ 
Further along he said: 
“ July Id I informed the Spanish com­ 
mander that Major General Miles, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the American army, 
had just arrived in my camp and re­ 
quested him to grant us a personal in­ 
terview on the following day. 
He re­ 
plied he would be pleased to meet us. 
The interview took place on the 18th, 
aud I informed him his surrender only 
could be considered aud that as he was 
without hope of escape he had no right 
to continue the fight. ’ 
General Shafter then gives the details 
of the ti aal surrender, his entry to the 
i tty aud the raising of the American 
Hug. 
Further along he a l: 
“ Before closing my report I wish to 
dwetl upon the natural obstacles I had 
to encounter aud which no foresigh t 
eouId have overcome or obviated. 
I he 
rocky and precipitous coast afforded no 
sheltered lauding places, the m i d s were 
mere bridlepaths, the effect of the tropi­ 
cal sun aud ruins upon unacclimated 
troops ’gas deadly, aud a dread of 
strange aud unknown diseases had its 
effect ou the army. 
“ At Baiumri tile landing of 
the 


troops and stores was inane at a suuau 
wooden wharf, whiok the Spaniards 
tried to burn, but unsuccessfully, and 
the animals were pushed into the water 
aud guided to a sandy beach about 200 
cards iu extern. 
At Siboney the land­ 
ing was made on the beach aud at a 
small wharf erected by the engineers. 
“ I had neither the time nor the men 
to 
spare 
to 
construct 
permanent 
wharves. 
“ In spite of the fact that I had 
nearly 1,000 men continuously at work 
on the roads, they were at times im­ 
passable for wagons. 
“ The San Juan and Aguadores roads 
would often suddenly rise so as to pre­ 
vent the passage of wagons, and then 
the eight pack trains, with the com­ 
m and had to be depended upon for the 
victualing of my army as well as the 
20,001) refugees, who could not in the 
interests of humanity be left to starve, 
while we had rations. 
“ Often for days nothing could be 
moved, except on pack trains. 
“ After the great physical strain and 
exposure of July I aud 2, the malarial 
a ai other fevers o 
, t a dlv ad­ 
vance throughout tin* com m and, and on 
July 4 the yellow fever appeared at 
Sidney. Though efforts were made to 
keep this fact from the army, it soon 
became known. 
“ J he supply of quartermaster and 
commissary stores during the campaign 
was abundant, and notwithstanding the 
difficnlt’es in landing and transporting 
the rations, the troops on the firing line 
were at ail times supplied with its 
coals.*r components, namely, of bread, 
meat, sugar aud coffee. 
t here was no lack of transportation, 
lor at no time up to the surrender could 
r.U the wagons I had be used. 
“ iii referee e to die sick and woun­ 
ded, I have t' siy that they received 
every attention t 
-it was possible to 
give them. 
th** 
ieal officers with­ 
out except,o.» w »r v <1 uignt and day to 
aiiicviare u.e s t..ty»ug, which was no 
greater thaii invariably accompanies a 
campaign. 
It would have been better 
if we had more ambulances, but as many 
were taken as was thought necessary, 
judging from previous campaigns. 
“ The discipline in the command was 
superb, aud I wish to invite attention 
to the fact that not an officer was 
brought to trial by courtmartial, and, 
as tar as I know, no enlisted men. This 
speaks 
volumes for an army of this 
size and a campaign of such duration.’’ 
He thanked his staff for efficient per­ 
formance of duties. •

for the Spanish navy. A short time ago 
the money contributed bad reached the 
comfortable sum of $800,000, which 
was given into the keeping of the cap­ 
tain general. 
Bat now ensues one of the most stren­ 
uous and painful cases of bargain rul­ 
ing the world has yet seen. 
The Span­ 
ish patriots want that money back, and 
they want it badly. 
They say with a 
deal of dry humor that they have dis­ 
covered that a Spanish warship is not a 
good investment. 
Bot does the captain 
general loosen his grip? Oh, no I He de­ 
clares that the money was donated to 
the Spanish navy and it shall go to the 
Spanish navy. 
The Havana merchants 
now see themselves in the position of 
people who got overpatriotio at the 
wrong time. 
Their only solace now is 
to burst into tears. 
An $800,000 joke is almost too ex­ 
pensive to incite laughter, especially in 
the man who pays, but the victims 
manage a feeble grin. 
They tried to 
withdraw the money in order to build 
with it a great Spanish clnbbonse and 
in this way draw closer together the 
Spaniards who are to stay here aud 
make them thus present a firmer front to 
tile social and commercial attacks of 
the Cubans and the coming Americans.

BURYING THE DEAD 


Pennsylvania Volunteers Were 


Laid to Rest. 


AFTER A SPANISH MARKSMAN 


T he M orning A fter th e F ig h t at M anila. 
T he List o f Dead and W ounded—An In ci­ 
d en t W hich Serves to Show th e T houghts 
o f Men W hen a F riend I* Cut D ow n bv 


th e E nem y. 


Daylight came at last, and with it 
came fitful shots from 
the Spanish 
sharpshooters, compelling us to keep 
close and avoid the pellets/ 
Colonel 
Hawkins passed down the line to the 
left flank and as he came back I said 
to bim : 
“Colonel, I believe I’ll take Evans 
and Boyle and go back to camp, get 
some clothes and a cup of coffee and 
then return, in case yon are not re 
lieved.” 
The colonel at once gave permission, 
when some one came to me and said : 
“They have killed Jesse Nose, of 
Company E, the brother of your former 
first sergeant, James Nobs, and Jesse 
was also a member of your comnany 
from Freedom with two other brothers, 
Wallace and John. 
E has lost four men 
killed and a large number wounded. 
D 
Company, Connellsville, Captain Frank 
Hawkins, has also been in a tight place. 
These two companies were on the ex 
treme right, outside of the entrench­ 
ments and had to prevent a movement 
to tarn our right flank, and it was awful 
warm work for a short time. 
E and D 
gave the Dons a number of elegant 
vollies. and they undoubtedly did strong 
exertion .” 
Jesse Nose had drilled tinder me at 
Freedom. 
He wTas a bright and lovable 
little fellow, and I always liked him. 
He was married a few months before he 
came on this trip, and I understand he 
leaves 
a 
yonng 
wife 
and 
child 
to moorn 
his 
loss, the babe 
be­ 
ing born since he left home. 
His dear 
old mother and his relatives will mourn 
the loss of their beloved young soldier. 
I assisted at his funeral with Old Glory, 
in the Catholic graveyard 
in 
the 
Phillipines, where the insurgents now 
have their hospital headquarters, and 
by the lad’s side were six other brave 
boys, killed in the same fight, and all 
buried in one grave, in the rich soil of 
the Manilas. 
A single grave to the 
right held the remains of another brave 
boy from the First California volunteers. 
The ceremony was a very impressive 
and solemn one. a number of ministers 
or chaplains taking part, as well as two 
Catholic 
priests, having charge 
of 
churches among the insurgents. 
Chap­ 
lain Joseph Hunter, of the Tenth, de­ 
livered an impressive but brief address 
Captain Watson, 
B company, New 
Brighton, had charge as escort, with his 
company, and they did the firing in the 
military funeral, as well as placing the 
earth over the remains of their com­ 
rades. Company B did not take part in 
the battle, as they were on doty at an­ 
other point, and Captain Watson tells 
me that General Green absolutely for­ 
bade him taking his command to the 
front. 
Company 
K was also 
held 
partially in reserve. Lieutenant Gordon 
had a portion of the eompany in his 
charge and did good service, being badly 
wounded. 
The line of battle, from right to left, 
was D and E, to the right of the en­ 
trenchments, battling against a move­ 
ment of the Dons to tarn oar right 
flank, and they did gallant and heroic 
work. 
Then came I, of Greensburg, 
and they did their full doty. 
Then 
oame O, Captain Bierer, Uniontown, 
aud they filled the bill ably, standing up 
to their work like the true men they are. 
Next came H, of 
Washington, Pa., 
Captain Porter. Colonel Hawkins was 
captain of H in the days of Auld Lang 
Syne, and here he led the small rein­ 
forcement when we went to the front, 
and this is how “yours truly” knows 
that H did her duty. On our left flank 
was A, and the boys of the Utah battery 
assert that they don't want any better 
backing, and right at this point you may 
stick in a pin and state that that same 
Utah battery did magnificent work, and 
the boys of the Keystone State honor 
them for the way they handled their 


pe t s in the hour of danger. 
I here en­ 
close a list of killed and wounded: 
Company K, Mt. Pleasant, Westmore­ 
land county. 
Oapt. James A. Lo ar, 
Lieutenant James Harkins and Lieuten­ 
ant J. G. Thompson. 
Killed—Private Jesse Noes, shot iu 
the breast; died at 2 .80 a rn. 
Jacob J. Hull, Jr., shot through the 
month. 
William Stillwagofi. shot through the 
neck. 


William E 
Bunting, shot through 
the head. 
This last was a recruit, join­ 
ing us at Frisco 
His home was in 
Texas. 
He was formerly a member of 
the Eighteenth regulars. 
Wounded—Sylvester B. Boggs, shot 
in left shoulder; not serious. 
N. J. Horst, first sergeant, in fore­ 
head ; glancing sh o t; not serious. 
Howard Miner; left hand ; not seri­ 
ous. 
Charles Eniminlizer, in left hand and 
arm; will recover. 
Frank Schatchete, 
right arm ; will recover. 
Sergeant George Barron, left hand, 
piece of shell; not serious. 
Captain J. A. Loar, top of head, 
glancing ball; painful bat not serious. 
Lee Snyder, left groin and left arm ; 
serious, with the climate against him. 
When I heard of the death of Jesse 
Nobs, I had no farther desire to go to 
camp, bat did have an earnest desire for 
a shot at some of Spain’s sharpshooters. 
Private Chandler, of B company, had 
accompanied my squad to the entrench­ 
ments. 
He called me to him, by the 
side of the Utah battery and said: 
“Sergeant Palmer, how far is it to 
that little arbor to the right of that 
house bv the beach?” 
I told him that it was about 500 yards 
for a man who held a rifle sight as I did. 
He then replied: 
“ At that small opening in that arbor 
there appears every now and then a 
sharpshooter, shooting a Remington or 
some other rifle which causes smoke to 
rise, showing his location. 
He is either 
shooting at us at this point or at the 
opening to the Utah battery. 
Do you 
think yon could hit him?” I had Chand­ 
ler arrange my sight at 500 yards and 
then give me a fraction over a point of 
wind. Not understanding long range 
work, he pot the windage on the wrong 
side, and I had him change it. 
Then I 
covered the bright opening which he 
showed me and we waited for Mr. 
Spaniard, Chandler watching closely 
for him and myself with finger on 
trigger, head and shoulders above the 
breastworks. 
“There he is I” cried Chandler as the 
opening was momentarily darkened,and 
the crooking of two fingers sent the 45 
calibre ballet 
after him. 
Chandler 
asserts that I caught him fairly and sent 
him spinning. I don’t know. Maybe he 
was soared and quit. Maybe someone else 
hit him ; but we-know that he at least 
quitted his position, as it was getting 
an comfortable, as it was not the insur­ 
gents (poor marksmen) who were pep­ 
pering him, bot men who know how to 
hold and shoot a gun. 
From English 
sources we have the information that 
the flags in Manila are at half m ast; that 
some 226 were killed outright on the 
field and a very large number wounded. 
The men who relieved us were told that 
they woald not be bothered greatly, as 
the Dons had enough for the present. 
They had one man killed by a sharp­ 
shooter and several wounded. Last night 
the Nebraska boys were on duty, and 
they had one killed and one wounded. 
Today the Fourteenth Regulars were 
landed. They came from the state of 
Washington and three companies from 
Alaska, and they are a tired looking set 
of men. 
We are closing in upon Manila 
upon every hand, and the wonder to the 
rank and file is. why Merritt and Dewey 
do not demand the surrender of city and 
citadel. In all the fight the other night, 
there was not a flash light pat upon the 
position of the enemy, and not a shot 
fired from the fleet. 
Had even a small 
gnu boat opened upon the enemy from 
oar fleet, they coaid have enfiladed the 
position of the Dons and sent them 
home in disorder and dismay. 
As it 
was, we lost many precious lives and 
many more may follow. 
We will do 
our duty 
We are in the hands of oar

The first condemnation of 
Dreyfus, the ministerial revision of the 
case, the conviction of Zola and Colonel 
Piquart’s unsuccessful suit for forgery 
against me all show that I need not take 
refuge in flight. 
Zola called me a ban­ 
dit, but his hatred of our army is hered­ 
itary 
It w ill be a sad day for France 
should the Jews triumph. 
I w ill have 
only one lung left, but am willing to 
lose that in the cause of Franca ” 
Mathien Dreyfus, brother of the con­ 
demned captain, after a consultation 
with Lawyer Labori, said: 
“ We now feel sure that my brother 
wiJl be released, for pnblio opinion de­ 
mands that the revision be thorough and 
above board. 
Henry’s forgery goes to 
show that in the judgment of men op­ 
posed to my brother his condemnation 
needed propping up. My brother’s well 
regulated life, his rapid military ad­ 
vancement, his ambition and th 
i- 
sence of all reasonable motive for 
crime attributed to him are now h ... 
ing to change adverse opinion. 
“ The seven officers who oonde 
him were about to declare his innoc 
when the forged documents were ’'** 
ed to them by the minister of war. One 
need not be an expert to notice the ob­ 
vious similarity between the writing of 
the bordereau and that of Esterhazy 
Just look at the kind of men who are 
against my brother and then think of 
the intellectual giants who believe in 
his innocence.

Cases For Shoes on Trees. 
Tho newest thing in men’s traveling 
hatboxes is one made to carry four 
bats. 
The old and common style of 
leather hatbox with flaring sides, made 
to carry a silk hat, has long been fam il­ 
iar, as has also become what may be 
described 
as the two story 
hatbox, 
made to carry a derby as well as a silk 
hat by adding a narrow, straight sided 
section rising above the flaring part of 
the box. 
There is also a hatbox made 
for silk hats that is square—cube shaped. 
The four hat box, made to oarry a 
silk hat, a fedora, a derby and a straw 
hat, is in the form of a deep dress suit 
case and fitted with two bowls, as the 
hat holders are called, one to hold the 
silk hat and the fedora, and the other 
the derby and the straw.
